Their 
plan is to make up a list of the com­ 
mon sort of necessaries, such as every 
housewife must have and offer them 
at a low figure, perhaps even cheaper 
than they can be bought at a cash 
grocery. The average woman will not 
refuse a bargain .especially if accus­ 
tomed to running an account. The re­ 
sult is she will save sufficient money 
from each pay to invest in the wares 
of 
the solicitor. No fault can 
be 
found with the goods, as they are in­ 
variably purchased from some of the 
local merchants, and owing to the fact 
that they are bought in large quan­

He has no rent to pay, as he 
has no store. W’hen he gets an order 
he delivers it and there it ends. He 
pays no taxes. 
If he happens to be 
around when tax time comes, and there 
is any likelihood of his being assessed 
he changes his base of operations.” 
Another local grocer said yesterday: 
“I would not undertake to say

these order-takers are not good citi­ 
zens, but they certainly do the legiti­ 
mate merchant a great deal of injury. 
In addition to the very heavy expense 
connected with an establishment such 
as ours, there is not a popular subscrip­ 
tion that ever misses us.

The installment agencies have in 
the past interfered considerably with 
the sales of the larger merchants, but 
lately there has been inaugurated In* 
this city a system of selling groceries 
and other articles usually found in a 
first-class grocery store, which 
will 
have a very bad effect lf it is permit­ 
ted to continue. 
A number of good solicitors have 
been canvassing the town for orders 
for groceries. They do business upon 
a cash basis. Their profits are neces­ 
sarily small, but w-hen it is considered 
that they have riot.a penny Invested, 
it is a fairly good investment. Their 
plan is to make up a list of the com­ 
mon sort of necessaries, such as every 
housewife must have and offer them 
at a low figure, perhaps even cheaper 
than they can he bought at a cash 
grocery. The average woman will not 
refuse a bargain .especially if accus­ 
tomed to mulling an account. The re­ 
sult is she will save sufficient money 
from each pay to invest in the wares 
of 
the solicitor. No fault can 
be 
found with the goods, as they are in­ 
variably purchased from some of the 
local merchants, and owing to the fact 
that they are bought in large quan­ 
tities the 
grocer 
can 
mark them 
down. 
Said one grocer in regard to the bus­ 
iness: 
“As far rn described, it is per­ 
fectly legitimate.

taxes, and this is no small considera­ 
tion. The other man has nothing in­ 
vested. If he sells an order for a pen­ 
ny more than it costs he is a penny 
ahead. He has no rent to pay, as he 
has no store. When he gets an order 
he delivers it and there it ends. He 
pays no taxes. 
If he happens to be 
around when tax time comes, and there 
is any likelihood of his being assessed 
he changes his base of operations.” 
Another local grocer said yesterday: 
“I would not undertake to say 
that 
these order-takers are not good citi­ 
zens, but they certainly do the legiti­ 
mate merchant a great deal of injury. 
In addition to the very heavy expense 
connected with an establishment such 
as ours, there is not a popular subscrip­ 
tion that ever misses us.

which m akes the state treasu rer not 
simply the custodian of the deposits I 
of the companies, but 
the trustee. I

party to distribute the fund to those 1 
to wham it belongs. 


Objected to China Making Territorial 
or Financial Treaties Until Trou­ 
bles Are Concluded. 


W ashington, March 28.—The B rit­ 
ish 
governm ent 
protested 
against 
China’s m aking a convention with 
any power 
touching 
territorial 
or 
financial affairs 
until 
the 
present 
troubles in th at country are conclud­ 
ed. 
The fact of the British protest 
was made known here for the first 
tim e W ednesday, by a dispatch from 
one of the foreign offices of Europe. 
It said th at the protest was m ad'1 
through Sir E rnest Satow\ the B rit­ 
ish m inister at Pekin. 
It does not 
state when the representations wert 
made. 
Although the Russian agree­ 
m ent was not specifically referred to, 
it is said to be clear th at the British 
action is directed against the Russian 
agreem ent. 
The language appears to 
be sim ilar to that used by Secretary 
Hay in the Am erican p ro te st 
The 
effect of the British action is to place 
the United States, Japan and G reat 
Britain in form al opposition to the 
signing of a convention by China with 
any power ponding the settlem ent of 
the Chinese troubles. 
The course of 
G reat Britain is the more significant 
from the fact th at th at governm ent 
and Germ any have a w ritten, alliance 
relating to Chinese affairs. 
' 
There was no definite inform ation 
received here W ednesday, at the state 
departm ent, or a t any of the foreign 
em bassies, as to w hether the agree­ 
m ent has been signed or rejected. 
There was som ething of a stir In 
diplom atic quarters over the report, 
coming from official sources, th at the 
United S tates was considering the ad­ 
visability of addressing Russia direct­ 
ly upon the subject. 
H eretofore the 
American objections to the M anchu­ 
rian agreem ent have been a d d re s d 
to China. 
Copies wore furnished the 
Russian authorities, though the pro 
test in form has been to China an i 
not. to Russia. 
Several cf the foreign 
representatives advised their govern­ 
m ents th at this step was contem ­ 
plated by the United States, hut 
was no official inform ation m ade pub­ 
lic W ednesday available as to how 
far the consideration of the move had 
proceeded.
